Article IV, Section 1. At the end of this section add the followings 
“and the Water Pollution Control Regulations for the Town of Temple, N. H." 


This section would then read: 
Section i. Sanitary Facilities 


All new installations and major repairs of septic tank systems 
and other sanitary drainage facilities shall be in accordance 
with the State standards of the Water Supply and Pollution 
Control Commission of New Hampshire and the Water Pollution 
Control regulations for the Town of Temple, N. H. 


Article IV, Section 5. At the end of this section add the followings 
"New lot lines shall be at least thirty-five feet from any existing 
building and/or accessory building.” 


This section would then read: 
Section 5. Setback 


Each new building or accessory building shall be setback at 
least thirty-five feet from all lot lines. New lot lines shall 
be at least thirty-five feet from any existing building and/or 
accessory building, 


Article IV, Section 13. In this section change, "All variances that 
are approved by the Board of Adjustment shall conform to the 
following requirements:" to read, "Such commercial and industrial 
-structures and land so used shall conform to the following require- 
ments:", At the end of this section adds "; and (6) all buildings 
and structures shall occupy no more than one-eighth of the lot or 
parcel," 


This section would then read: 
Section 13. Industry and Commercial Enterprises 


Trade, commercial, or industrial use of land or buildings can be 
permitted as variances if approved by the Board ef Adjustment 
after a public hearing on the subject. Such commercial and 
industrial structures and land so used shall conform to the 
following requirements: (1) be at least five hundred feet from 
any existing dwelling of another owner; at the discretion of 
the Board of Adjustment, this distance may be reduced in any 
amount to a minimum of two hundred feet, providing written 
permission is obtained from the abutting owners; (2) have all © 
buildings set back at least one hundred feet from all lot lines}; 
(3) provide ample off-street parking that is set back at least 
fifty-five feet from all lot lines; (4) have not more than two 
driveways, which shall not be more than thirty-two feet wide; 
(5) shall not be obnoxious or injurious by reason of production 
or emission of odor, dust, smoke, refuse matter, fumes, noise, 


vibration, or similar conditions, or that is dangerous to the 
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comfort, peace, enjoyment, health, or safety of the community or 
lends to its disturbance or annoyance; and (6) all buildings and 
structures shall occupy no more than one-eighth of the lot or 
parcel, 


Article IV, Section 18. In this section change, "... or similar 
recreational vehicle or non-paying guests ..." to read, "... or 
similar recreational vehicle for non-paying guests ...". 


This section would then reads 
Section 18, Travel Trailers and Recreational Vehicles 


Any property owner or lessee may, in addition to his house, 
accommodate one travel trailer, motor home, pick-up camper, or 
similar recreational vehicle for non-paying guests, for a period 
not to exceed ninety days in any one year. This applies only to 
such vehicles as are used for sleeping and/or living purposes. 
This is not intended to restrict the storage or parking of up to 
two such vehicles during periods of non-use on the premises of 
the owner. 


Article IV, Section 19. Add this new section as follows: 
Section 19. Substandard Lots 


In any district, not withstanding limitations imposed by other 
sections of this ordinance, single substandard lots of record 

at the effective date of this ordinance (March 7, 1972) may be 
built upon, provided that the setbacks are complied with. Such 
lots shall be in separate ownership and not of continuous frontage 
with other lots in the same ownership, unless said lots have

Article V, Part C, Section 2. In this section change, "The length and 
width of each lot shall be at least 300 feet." to read, ‘Each lot 
shall be capable of containing a square three hundred feet by three 
hundred feet.", and change, "... private driveway." to read, 
“see permanent private driveway." 


This section would then reads: 
Section 2, Lot Area and Dimensions 


The area of each lot shall be at least five acres. Each lot 
shall be capable of containing a square three hundred feet by 
three hundred feet. The minimum frontage requirement shall be 
three hundred fifty feet on a public road or permanent private 
driveway.

REPORT OF THE ROAD AGENT 


TRA money was spent on West Road putting in 500 feet of under 
drain, excavating in preparation for shimming and sealing with asphalt, and 
putting in one new culvert. There is money in the TRA account to finish 
this project. 

The remaining .3 miles of unimproved Colburn Road was excavated, 
trees cut, and made ready for gravel. There is money in the Duncan Fund 
to finish this project. 

On the Brown Road from the dump to Nolton’s, trees were cut, road 
excavated, culverts put in, and graveled. 

The road department is requesting $2,000 increase for winter which 
makes a total of $22,000; $1,500 of this is the increased cost in hiring 
people to plow driveways. This doesn’t take into consideration any 
increased driveways we will have to plow next winter. Four hundred 
dollars is for an increase in wages. 


The department is requesting $1,000 more for summer, making a total 
of $12,000. This is to cover the increased cost of asphalt and a $400 
increase in wages. This makes a total of $34,100 for summer and winter.

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TEMPLE VOLUNTEER FIRE DEPARTMENT 


The year 1976 was an active year, we had 20 calls as follows: six 
chimney fires, four dump fires, three mutual aid calls, one smoke 
investigation, one car fire, one gas wash-down, one very bad and suspicious 
barn fire, one false alarm, one bad car accident, and one brush fire. 


The biggest culprit is chimney fires, please, in the summertime when it 
is nice and warm, check and clean your chimney, don’t wait until its cold 
and you nearly burn your house down, make sure that the mortar is tight, 
and it should have a flue lining to make it fairly safe. If you can help 
yourself this way it will help us. 

The town in 1976 bought us another Scott-Air pack which now brings 
our total up to four and with an extra four bottles this puts us in good 
shape. 

A fire coat with a Scott-Air Pack set-up attached to it, was donated to 
us with the idea that we would be able to use it with an air-chisel set-up 
for use in rescue work. The department is trying very hard to put together 
some basic rescue equipment and also to gather some knowledge in rescue 
techniques. 

A 1970 Ford pick-up was acquired from the Forestry Department for 
nothing. The requirements being, that we not sell it, we have to maintain 
it, and house it. Other than that we can do anything we want to with it. 
We are planning to fix it up and paint it, and use it for extra equipment, 
then we will be able to relieve the other trucks of some of this, as they are 
now overloaded. 

In 1976 we revived the plan to replace some of the hoses on the 
trucks, some of which is 25-30 years old or better and can’t be trusted. We 
are replacing it with hose which does not have to be dried as long as it is 
drained well. It can be packed back onto the truck, which makes it much 
better. We plan to do the same this year. 

New members have been added to the department, some have retired 
or gone on an inactive status. 

Training is still a very important part of our program. We ran dances 
to earn money for our many projects, and also have accepted gifts of 
money from different people and thank them very much as this also helps 
us very much. The horse show was run again this year. We also ran a very 
successful 4th of July program, and will continue again in 1977. 


The firemen spent many hours in 1976 to renovate the upstairs of the 
Firehouse. The purpose was to give the Selectmen a place to hang their 
hats and to be able to be warm doing it. They now have a room they can 
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call their own, and be able to store their things in. 


Once again, we thank all who have helped us in any way and also 
please help us to prevent fires.

AND TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 


Since its beginning in 1893, the State Forestry Department has 
recognized the fact that forest fire prevention and suppression is a joint 
state and town or city responsibility. Local authorities recommend names 
of persons to the State Forester, who appoints one person as town or city 
fire warden and several other persons as town or city deputy fire wardens 
to a three year term. 


The Icoal forest fire warden controls the kindling of all outside fires, 
when the ground is not covered with snow, by issuing a written permit for 
kindling a fire. Permits are only issued at such times and in such places as 
the fire warden deems as safe. 


The State Forest Fire Service trains the local forest fire organization 
in modern forest fire prevention and suppression tactics. The State also 
provides backup personnel and equipment for suppression and prevention 
activities. 


The combination of State and local forces has resulted in one of the 
smallest acreage loss due to forest fires in the United States for the past 20 
years.

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This year we have continued our policy of random patrolling - 
periodic inspection of unoccupied residences - and have provided police 
services for all special events sponsored as town functions. In an effort to 
control speeding in several areas we have borrowed the Greenville Police 
Department’s radar unit on several occasions. This had to be done on a 
very limited basis. It costs money to have personnel operating the radar 
and it costs more money to have this same personnel go to court to try the 
cases. There is no return to the town from the court - it’s all outgo. 


This year we over-spent our budget by an approximate ten percent. 
When problems arise requiring police services they have to be taken care 
of. Because we have always tried to operate on a frugal basis we turned 
money back last year and the year before - last year about $500 and the 
year before about $1200. For too long a time we have been operating with 
inadequate equipment and with a budget too limited to do our job well. 
Temple has grown and is still growing and the police department must 
grow with it.

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SOUHEGAN VALLEY AMBULANCE DISTRICT SERVICE 
ANNUAL REPORT 


An ambulance is not just a means of transportation for the sick and 
injured, but also a vehicle in which well trained Emergency Medical 
Technicians and their equipment respond to a medical emergency. 


The Board of Directors of The Souhegan Valley Ambulance Service, 
Inc. is happy to announce a reduction in the budget for the ensuing year 
to $4.25 per capita. A further reduction in the 1978-1979 budget is 
anticipated. 


The year 1976 was a very active one, not only in training new 
personnel, but also in up-grading the present volunteers. Out of 
twenty-seven (27) licensed attendants, all volunteers, eighteen (18) are 
Emergency Medical Technicians. 75% of our drivers are graduates of the 
New Hampshire Heart Association and the Red Cross Cardio Pulmonary 
Resusitation Course. Each Emergency Medical Technician has given a 
minimum of 80 to 100 hours just to complete their training. We are trying 
to schedule a Defensive Driving Course for 1977 for all members. 


A breakdown of the total ambulance runs for 1976 for the four

Both ambulances may now communicate directly by 
radio-telephone with the Emergency Room of any hospital on the Eastern 
Seaboard. A verbal agreement exists between the Wilton-Lyndeboro and 
Jaffrey Ambulance Services for mutual aid which will provide three extra 
ambulances in case of an emergency. 


The Board of Directors would like to equip the Attendants with a 
paging system. This would facilitate the response time in any emergency. 


The Board of Directors would like to give a well deserved 
“thank-you” to all of our volunteer attendants and the various fire and 
police department personnel. Nelson’s Answering Service is high on our list 
for a “thank-you” for their contribution in the dispatching of drivers and 
attendants.

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REPORT OF THE TEMPLE 
AMERICAN REVOLUTION BICENTENNIAL COMMITTEE 


The ‘Bicentennial Year’ has come and gone, and so, therefore, has 
the raison d’etre of our town’s ARBC. Our work is finished. We feel that 
we have left a good legacy for the town of Temple through our efforts, 
and we have been heartened and gratified by the ways in which the 
community has responded to the programs and projects we have 
presented. Our collective thanks certainly goes to the gathered citizens of 
the Town Meeting who sanctioned and supported our work as truely 
representative of the town. But our efforts extended beyond the town this 
year, and we made major contributions to the Bicentennial celebration 
throughout the entire Monadnock Region. 

Our first project of the year was a contest for a new design for a 
“Temple Town Seal.’ The entry chosen by the committee was submitted 
by Keith M. Holt and may be seen in the new History of Temple, New 
Hampshire (another of our projects which comes under the heading of 
“Heritage” for our community). Whether or not this seal is adopted and 
used by the town is a subject that official town government will have to 
decide. 

During the summer months, the chairman of our committee 
participated in some regional and out-of-state Bicentennial activities. He 
was one of the speakers in a Symposium on the Future of America which 
was sponsored by the Monadnock American Revolution Bicentennial 
Commission and the Peterborough Ba’Hai community. He was also the 
featured speaker at the Bicentennial ceremonies in Groton, Mass. where he 
delivered to the Groton Minutemen and their guests the sermon delivered 
to their predecessors of 1775 by Temple’s first minister, Samuel Webster, 
Ja; 

In August, our committee sponsored a real Bicentennial Gala. This 
was the production of the musical play, The Contrast. This was a musical 
adaptation of America’s first native comedy (by the same name), which 
was written by Royall Tyler in 1787. The labor, money, and most of the 
cast and supporting crew and committees for this play came from Temple, 
as did the director/producer, Marsha Martin Haddix. The Contrast was 
certainly one of the finest amateur productions ever staged in this area and 
it was a great critical (if not financial) success. The total production cost 
was $3,138.65; receipts amounted to $2,363.10. In the fall, Temple 
Nefarious Teens (the T.N.T. Players) donated the proceeds from their 
production of Millicent Dumaine’s original play, Daze and Knights 
($246.12), to help further defray the costs of The Contrast. This left our 
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big, regional project with a deficit of only $529.43. We consider The 
Contrast a wonderful and totally appropriate contribution to the 
celebration of our nation’s 200th birthday in the Monadnock Region--and 
a symbol of Temple’s willingness to do something good for its neighbors! 

July 4th saw the traditional Temple activities carried out under the 
auspices of the Temple Volunteer Fire Department. The ARBC had 
decided in advance that the time around the 4th would be too well 
occupied without Temple adding to the nationwide celebration at that 
time. As usual, the 4th was a good day in Temple; activities were 
community oriented and well attended. The Temple Militia and Temple 
Mt. Howitzer Battery staged a small Mock Battle on Willard’s Flats (a 
harbinger of bigger things to come!) on the 4th; and their firings and 
revolutions were followed by what must have been the most well attended 
of all Temple’s fine pyrotechnic displays. 

Temple’s “big day” for the 1976 celebration was really two days, 
Sept. 18 and 19. On a rainy Friday evening, the first contingents of the 
Dearborn Company began to arrive for an “encampment” on the Temple 
Common. These “militiamen” (who made the earlier march along Arnold’s 
trail into Quebec), their tents, paraphernalia, and bateau would remain a 
fixture of the Common throughout our celebration. 

On Saturday morning the Temple Volunteer Firemen prepared 
breakfast for the Dearborn Company and other arriving militia men, for 
Saturday was the day of the Great Mock Battle of Temple Crossing. 

After a morning of preparation-and despite threatening weather--the 
day’s events got under way with the reading of the Declaration of 
Independence and a muster of militia men on the Common. James Haddix 
read the Declaration which was delivered to him by a mounted courier, 
Karen Keuper. There was then a call to arms, a reading of the roll of 
Temple’s first militia, and a tolling of the village church bell. After the 
presentation of a fine, black powder musket to Mr. Haddix by Captain 
William Wildes on behalf of the Temple Militia of 1976, the troops formed 
up and began their march to meet the “enemy” on the knoll at the Holt 
farm. 

The Mock Battle which followed was the largest of its kind to be held 
in New Hampshire. It was organized, under the direction of James Houck 
and ‘‘Pete” Caswell, by the Temple Militia and the Temple Mt. Howitzer 
Battery. It involved over one hundred men and seven cannon companies. 
And it was spectacular! Everyone deeply regretted the unfortunate 
accident just at the end of the battle which left two of the men of the 
Temple Mt. Howitzer battery injured (one quite seriously). We are happy 
to report that the injured man has returned to work and his wounds are 
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well on their way to being completely healed. 

During the day on Saturday--before and after the battle--crafts were 
demonstrated on the Common and a special exhibit of Temple Historical 
Society artifacts was held at the Mansfield Public Library. And (we must 
not forget!) there was fresh apple cider available as refreshment to all who 
attended. 

In the evening, the Souhegan Lions Club sponsored a Ham and Bean 
Supper at the Town Hall. Multitudinous amounts of Ham, Beans, and 
Cabbage (as cole slaw) were consumed. After supper there was a street 
dance which went on into the wee hours of the morning. 

On Sunday--the morning that followed--a Pancake Breakfast at the 
Town Hall was sponsored by our committee (under the direction of 
Gordon LaPree and Millicent Dumaine, with the help of numerous Temple 
citizens). This was followed by a special service at the village church. 

After church, families gathered on the Temple Common for a picnic. 
Then came colonial games for the children (organized by Donna Quinn 
and her many assistants). The afternoon was capped off with a genuine 
home-town band concert by the Temple Band (another organization 
supported by our committee and overseen by one of our members, Lucile 
Longo). It is a good band and we are proud of it. An added touch of joy 
for the afternoon was the presence on the Common of one of our oldest 
and most beloved citizens, Abbie Kendall Fish, who was celebrating her 
90th birthday. It is good that she could celebrate that 90th-and 
final--birthday among her friends at the conclusion of our long and 
successful celebration. 

The preparations for this September celebration were carried out in 
the absence of the chairman of the ARBC and with the committee under 
the able leadership of its Chairman Pro Tempore, William Wildes. 

It should be noted with special emphasis that the photographic essay 
on Temple, prepared by Robert LaPree and sponsored by our committee, 
was first displayed at the Library during these September events. It is a 
fine essay: a lasting reminder of life in Temple during these years. 

In December the long-awaited History of Temple, New Hampshire 
arrived. With the arrival of this (one of the first of our projects, 
sponsorship of which we began over two years ago), our work came to an 
end. 

Our opening bank balance for 1976 was $919.79. Our closing balance 
in December, 1976 was $901.08. Of this amount, $14.00 was set aside for 
the purchase of a reference book for the Temple Elementary School 
Library, an unspecified (though surely small) amount for the purchase of 
scrapbooks in which records of our activities may be preserved, and the 
remainder was voted to support the publication costs of the new Temple 
History. Our committee records and minutes will be turned over to the 
Historical Society of Temple, New Hampshire, Inc.

DUMP STUDY COMMITTEE 


In January, 1976, the Air Pollution Control Commission extended the 
time period for open burning at the present dump site until July 1, 1977. 


In August, the town received an Order of Abatement declaring that 
the town will cease and abate the open burning of trash and garbage as of 
July 1, 1977. 


The committee had sought approval of the Town Forest as a landfill 
site. This was turned down by the state because it is within the Wilton 
watershed. 


In June this committee received a copy of RSA 147:23, a state 
regulation requiring the town to provide facilities for the disposal of 
putrescible matter which includes human waste. 


The committee is continuing to investigate the possibility of a joint 
operation with Peterborough, Wilton and Greenville. Wilton has applied 
for federal monies for a recycling and incineration center. The town of 
New Ipswich has informed this committee that they are not interested in a 
cooperative landfill operation. 


Temple’s dump dilemma must be solved by July of this year. At this 
time there appears to be no inexpensive solution. A combination of 
recycling, incineration and landfill may be a reasonable approach. 


The town may be faced with a choice between an independent 
disposal facility which could be quite costly, and a cooperative solution 
involving other area towns.

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TEMPLE VOLUNTEER MILITIA 


The Temple Volunteer Militia was organized as a Militia Company 
patterned after the original Temple Militia of the Revolutionary Era in 
October 1975. At the 1975 Annual Town Meeting under Article 15 of the 
Town Warrant the Militia was duly recognized by the town. 


The debut of their highly trained flintlock carrying elite group was 
Temple’s Memorial Day. Three volly’s were sounded on Temple Common 
that would resound throughout New Hampshire with a strong echo to 
Massachusetts. 


Some members participated in the Peterborough, Jaffrey and 
Goffstown parades. A large number made their presence known in New 
Ipswich and Greenville Bicentennial parades. Misinformation, 
Massachusetts bureaucracy, not to mention the Gun Law led to the 
cancellation of any appearance in Massachusetts. (They forgot what our 
men did for them 200 years ago.) 


On July 4th the Battle of Willard’s Flats was staged prior to the 
traditional fireworks. The Temple Howitzer Battery and the Hancock 
Irregulars provided the opposition and Jim Haddix gave the play by play 
account to a very appreciative audience. 


Experience brings the desire to do better and bigger and thus the 
Battle of Temple was conceived. The Temple Militia and Temple Howitzer 
Battery under guidance from Jim Houck, with cooperation from the 
Temple Bicentennial Committee, invited other Militia and Cannon 
Companies to help us stage a mock battle. The Dearborn Company set the 
mood with their encampment on the Common. The rains cleared and sun 
shone on over 100 traditionally costumed Militiamen and Cannoneers. 
After the reading of the Declaration of Independence by Reverend James 
Haddix the call to battle was heard and the men marched to field. The 
sound of cannons and flintlocks echoed among the hills and smoke filled 
the valley. A truly spectacular experience for spectators and participants 


alike. 
The Temple Volunteer Militia plans to continue in 1977.

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REPORT OF THE PLANNING BOARD 


At Town election last year the present Planning Board was elected. 
Members are H. Bradler, W. Wildes, C. Hedman, K. Saunders, W. Quinn, 
and G. Heck. Julie Harling was our ex-officio member for the first part of 
the year and Dick Odell became a member after Julie’s resignation. 
Effective 21 January 1977, Ken Saunders, our Chairman, resigned from 
the Board. 


Perhaps the most significant project undertaken by the Board was the 
Questionnaire which was sent to all households to solicit the Town’s 
feelings relative to various aspects of planning. The percentage of people 
responding to the questionnaire was considerably higher than expected 
and indicates to us that the Town is interested in slow, well-planned 
growth rather than the chaotic type of growth that some towns 
experience. In addition the Board held a public meeting to discuss the 
results of the questionnaire. Unfortunately, the Planning Board has been 
bogged down with other business and has not as yet been responsive to the 
results of the questionnaire and the wishes of the majority of this Town. 
We apologize and will endeavor to do better next year. 


The Board has submitted some proposed revisions to the Temple 
Zoning Ordinance and these amendments will be voted upon at the Town 
Meeting. 


During the past year the Planning Board has been involved with 
processing several subdivision requests and has approved the subdivision 
plans of Chemello and Guy. 


Attendance at public meetings still leaves a lot to be desired! 
Participation at the first public hearing for the proposed zoning 
amendments amounted to a total of twelve people. The Selectmen were all 
present but the Board of Adjustment, who asked for some of the zoning 
changes, was not represented at all. Greater participation would be very 
helpful and appreciated.

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MONADNOCK REGION ASSOCIATION REPORT 
FOR 1976 


The Monadnock Region Association was founded in 1934 when 
representatives from twenty-four towns in Southwestern New Hampshire 
first met and formed the organization. 


The objectives of the Association today are much the same as they 
were in 1934. 


We believe in tourism and recreation for the residents of the region 
and for the many visitors who enjoy coming here. The tourist industry in 
New Hampshire is a $450 million dollar business and over 32,000 New 
Hampshire people are employed in tourist related jobs. The Monadnock 
Region Association is the only association or group expressly charged by 
the State of New Hampshire with the responsibilities of recreation and 
tourism in the Monadnock Region. 


In 1976 the Association distributed over 120 thousand folders and 
brochures about the Monadnock Region to potential tourists and travelers 
to our area. Tourists paid the State of New Hampshire 14 million dollars 
Rooms and Meals tax in 1976. Over 5% million dollars of this was 
redistributed by the State to all New Hampshire towns and cities. Every 
town and city in the Monadnock Region received a share of this tourist tax 
revenue according to population. 


The Town of Temple received $3,995 of these funds in 1976. 


The Monadnock Region Association also strives to improve the 
industrial climate in the area. We know that there can not be jobs for our 
young people if there are not shops, plants, and warehouses where they 
can work. In the Region there are many good companies that provide 
clean, well-paying jobs and they don’t make smoke or pollute the streams. 
We seek to help other firms like these to locate in the Monadnock Region. 


Also we want to maintain and preserve our natural resources, our 
mountains, our forests, our fields and our wild birds and animals so that 
they can be enjoyed by those who live here and by the visitors who come 
to the area now and in the future. 


Our interests in recreation and tourism, in industry, and in 
conservation haven’t changed greatly in 43 years.

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REPORT OF THE TEMPLE CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


During the course of the year, the Commission has gathered material 
in several areas which may benefit the town. Residents fortunate enough 
to have elm trees on their property may wish to take advantage of the new 
“‘vaccine”’ against Dutch Elm Disease, recently made available through the 
efforts of the Elm Research Institute in Harrisville. We have contacted the 
institute and it is our intention to provide the necessary equipment for 
Temple residents on a break-even rental basis. The procedure appears to be 
a simple, inexpensive, and effective way to protect a valuable resource. 


An inquiry to the New Hampshire Association of Conservation 
Commissions yielded comprehensive handbooks for all five members. 
These have proved beneficial in establishing procedures and priorities. 


As of this writing we are exploring the feasibility of improving the 
town forest through public cutting (on a controlled, permit basis) of less 
desirable trees for firewood. Assistance from the county forester’s office is 
available to provide professional help in laying out the project and 
overseeing its orderly conductance. 


The Conservation Commission would like to take this opportunity to 
invite suggestions and comments from town residents with regard to any 
matter they may feel falls within our bailiwick. We also stand ready to 
assist other organizations and agencies in town with activities related to 
Temple’s natural resources.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 
OUR NEW OFFICE 

Many thanks to the voters for approving this item at last year’s 
Annual Meeting. Many thanks also to Chief Benotti and the members of 
the Temple Volunteer Fire Department who did the work. They did an 
excellent job and while the office is small, by some standards, it is 
completely adequate and working in it is a pleasure. And, thank the Lord, 
no more “Reports from the Kitchen”’. 

TEMPLE’S BICENTENNIAL CELEBRATION 

Another group that merits the highest of praise is the Bicentennial 
Committee. Here again an excellent job was done with the climax being 
the publishing of the new Town History. Temple, I am sure, is one of a 
very few, if not the only Town, in New Hampshire, whose celebration of 
the Bicentennial started with the publication of a new book and finished 
in alike manner. Temple can be proud of the great citizen effort that went 
into the various programs and of the fine results that were obtained. 

THE TAX BILLS 

As usual the Selectmen were punctual in their preparation of the 
required tax material but once again we were stymied by the fact that 
someone at the County level was not doing their job. It was only after the 
Selectmen of several towns got together and brought pressure in the right 
places that the County Convention was convened for the purpose of taking 
final action on the County budget. When this was done, and only then, 
could the Department of Revenue Administration proceed with the 
establishment of the several tax rates. 

The chairman of this Board is active in a group of Selectmen and 
Representatives who are working to make the County more responsive to 
the needs of the Towns within the County. 

THE RE-ASSESSMENT PROBLEM 

Through the offices of the State Board of Taxation, the Commissioner 
of Revenue Administration has ordered that the Town of Temple be 
completely re-assessed. The basic cause of this order was the fact that the 
last several boards of Selectmen, (including the present board) have 
refused to yield to the edicts of the Board of Taxation on the valuation of 
several properties within the Town. We have felt that to do so would be 
unfair to the other taxpayers. We have made several trips to Concord to 
discuss this matter, but our arguments were of no avail. For some reason 
we are being forced to raise the assessment on our land. Who can foretell 
what this action, if it comes about, will mean in terms of land sales and 
development within the Town. Without a doubt many long held family 
lands will end up on the market.

To accomplish the revaluation there will be three routes open to us — 
State, Town (Selectmen) or a private concern. The Selectmen will have 
recommendations ready for the Annual Meeting. 


GRADER REPAIRS 
What started out as routine repairs to our grader turned into a major 
repair job. The work was completed and the grader was back in service 
before the heavy snow storms hit. The total bill was just over $4,200.00 
with $2,800.00 being paid out of the 1976 budgets. The balance of the 
payments can be charged against the Gas or Highway Subsidy account. 


TOWN DUMP 
Here again the Town is being pressed beyond reason and good 
common sense. The Dump Study Committee has worked hard but not 
only has the State vetoed every proposal that involved in-Town sites but 
now we find that no near-by town has any cooperative plan to offer. 
Without a doubt the Annual Meeting will have to be adjourned to a future 
date to handle this problem. 


TOWN BUILDINGS 

There are several articles in the Warrant that pertain to the up-keep of 
the Town Hall. All of us know that the interior needs painting and by 
Town Meeting time we will know what kind of a repair job is needed 
under the main floor. 

The Selectmen urge also that a very serious attempt be made to 
replace Temple’s famously infamous, un-sanitary, odiferous and 
completely out-moded inside outhouse. Atmosphere is fine in an old 
colonial town but let’s not overdo it. 


ODDS AND ENDS 

Next year could be the year to replace our old and rusty road sander. 

A bookkeeper and typist is a must, not only for the Selectmen but 
also for other Town officials and Boards. If you have any suggestions 
please call the Selectmen. 

The Town Meeting should vote to thank all who participated in the 
celebration of our Nation’s Bicentennial. We reiterate that this celebration 
was indeed a job well done. 

There are several spending projects carried in the Warrant for the 
Annual Meeting. None call for a large amount alone but the total could 
add 75c - $1.00 to the tax rate. All items deserve consideration or they 
wouldn’t be in the Warrant. In the Town, as in your own family endeavors, 
there comes a time when it is prudent to allocate extra funds for special 
purposes. This fact we all recognize and act upon -- the decisions are yours.
